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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the applicant's amendment dated 1 1/14/2005. 
Claims 1-6 and 9-31 are pending. 

Claims 1 , 3, 5, 6, 9-29 and 31 have been allowed in a prior office action. 
Claims 2, 4 and 30 stand rejected under 35 USC 103 over Barnhart. 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/14/2005 in respect to Claims 2, 4 and 30 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. No argument was presented for the 
subject claims, but the applicant has claimed priority over the rejection under Barnhart 
based on a partial translation of the applicant's foreign priority document. The 
amendment to add the translation of the foreign priority document inadvertently omitted 
material pursuant to 37 CFR 1.57(a), and is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.57(a) 
because it is not a translation of the prior application (see MPEP j[ 6.19.02, Amendment 
Not in Compliance with 37 CFR 1 .57(a)). 

The applicant has provided an incomplete translation of the priority document, 
and is therefore not "a translation of the prior application" as required. Therefore, 
applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.55 (See MPEP §201.15). Consequently, the examiner maintains the 
rejections of Claims 2, 4 and 20 as outlined in the prior office action. 
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See also: MPEP 35 USC 119(b)(3): 

The Director may require a certified copy of the original foreign application, 
specification, and drawings upon which it is based, a translation if not in the English 
language, and such other information as the Director considers necessary. Any such 
certification shall be made by the foreign intellectual property authority in which the 
foreign application was filed and show the date of the application and of the filing of 
the specification and other papers.
